General Rondon. who was with Roose- 
velt and is an expert on 'geography, could not 
tell whether the stream on which they stumbled 
was the main river which emptied into the Ama- 
zon. or whether it was merely a branch o£ the 
River Aripuana. So. they called it the "River of 
Doubt." Now it Is established that it is the main 
stream and the Aripuana merely the branch.

For on 
a trip like this one it Is wei; to have natives 
familiar with local conditions. 


After a long journey we came to the stron-hokl 


of the Pirahas. This tribe, which numbers about. 
3000, is less savage than the Parlntintins. It was 
more difficult to find out anything about them. 
They spcalc an entirely different language thnn 
the Parintintins. 
, "After leaving the Pirahas we continued up the 
River Maicy and soon came to the haunts of the 
Parintintins. They live absolutely isolated from 
the world-about a thousand miles from Manaos,-. 
the "last considerably large outpost of the whita 
world. 


NOT SMOKERS 


"Unlike the Pirahas,-the Parintintins had r.o 


«se for cigarets, but they readily exchanged head- 
dresses, Armlets and woven material for brisht- 
colored trinkets end articles of clothinjy-which 
they regarded purely as a novelty. 


"Clothes are considered decorative and the-e 


^nothing we could find in their code which »-0. 
hib,ted their-golng without them. Neither tribe 
knew anything of firearms. They used bow, and' 
arrows and spears to fight and catch their game 


"We found tho Parintintins the more intelligent 


and we spent a number of days with "them, even 
learning a few words, of their language. 
' "They live Inputs made by laying leaves on 
Poles to form a roof or make permanent dwellings 
cf bark. 
They have, no means of written conv 


.nmmcation except woven mats of different Chapes 
.and 81ZCS.- -These placed on trees mean-various 
things. 


TWO TRIBES,

'the Moutuns,, which means wild turkeys ^ 


the Quandus-^vhich means'hawks. One member 


of a. clan is not permitted to marrj- a membc- 
of the, same tribe. 
A. Moutun women must wed 


a Quandu man, and visa- versa. This is done to- 
prevent Intermarriage of families. The clans are 
friendly. 
They are more 'on the order of our 


lodges than anything else. 


"Girls marry very young. 
There is no cere- 


mony -attached to a "wedding, but the tics are 
just as binding, as 'if there had been. They do 
not believe in polygamy.. Usually the marriage- 
able ase of a girl is about 10 years. She-develops 
faster than her northern white sisters, due to the 
outdoor life she leads. 


MEN AT 14 


"Her husband is usually three or four years 


older. The lad, when he reaches 14, must go out 


to.prove his bravery. He must be able to catch 
Tlsli. He must bs able to hunt. He usually u 
tested in a combat of one kind or another. 


"Then, when he has prorcn himself, he is al- 


lowed to visit the unattached maidens and select 
the one he wants. He invariably gots her. some. 
times the girl's parent? object. In that case he 
courts her in- the usual way of the white m«n 
and soon the tribe hears, of an elopement. 


"This consists simply of the two going off to- 


gether for a day or so. They always come back 
and are welcomed back, with open arms and-smili 
ing. faces; Probably the ciders admire the lad's" 
Pluck in braving the wrath of the parents. At 
any rate he gets away with it. 


"There are occasions when tho gin is pledged 


to a youngster even before she is 10. She can 
be of two or three or four. The father 'of the 
gn-1 might take a fancy to" a boy. He then gives 
the girl to the lad, who takes her into his .home 
and provides for her (or rather his father does) 
until/ they become old enough to enter into the
